I It will be staged with smoke 
I bombs, rockets, and flares as the 
spectacular feature of the Lassen 
Volcanic National Park dedica¬ 
tion scheduled for July 24, 25 and 
26. 

There will be two performances, 
one a smoke eruption at 3 o’clock 
on the afternoon of July 25th, 
and the other a rocket and flare 
I eruption at 9 o’clock on the night 
of that day. 

It will be of such vast pro¬ 
portions that it is estimated it 
will be visible for 80 miles. Tons 
of explosives will be carted to the 
crater days in advance and at¬ 
tached to wires by means of 

which the operators will control 
the eruptions. 

The dedication will mark the 

completion of the scenic loop
